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Added police supervisors aid staffing problems

Understaffed supervisory 
shifts and a $7,000 total for shift 
command overtime for the 
first eight months of 1988 have 
led Romulus City Council 
members to approve the prom- 
otion of three sergeants within 
the police force. Three patrol 
officers will be hired with pre- 
viously allocated funds. 

The current staffing situa- 
tion has resulted in confusion, 
unfair delegation of responsi- 


bility and diminished supervi- 
sion of patrol officers, stated 
Police Chief Charles Wilmoth, 
prior to the council meeting. 

His request for the promo- 
tions is based on a decrease in 
personnel from 30 to 25 percent 
composition of command offic- 
ers on the force since July, 
1986. 

The decrease has resulted in 
increased responsibility for 
each command officer and con- 
fusion for each shift, he said. 

Members of each of the three 
department shifts are re- 


sponsible to two sergeants. Wil 
moth said the confusion begins 
when officers receive orders 
from more than one superior. 

‘"There should be established, 
clear and unequivocal lines of 
authority," Wilmouth said. 

He added that first-line su- 
pervisors play a more impor- 
tant role as department disci- 
plinarians than any other rank 
Wilmoth claimed that adding 
the shift commander position 
will leave no question of au- 
thority, eliminating confusion 
The position would also allow

for a belter distribution of work 
loads for all sergeants. 

Lack of road supervision 
would also be resolved, accord- 
ing to Wilmoth. Currently, road 
supervision is 43 percent pre- 
setted u led each month. To en- 
sure at least one of the two shift 
sergeants are working, road 
supervision and close supervi- 
sion of the patrol officers' acti- 
vities have diminished, Wil- 
moth explained. He said the 
promotion of three sergeants 
would allow for 100 percent pre- 
scheduling . 


The cost of these promotions, 
Wilmoth said, is comparable to 
the $7,000 in overtime paid for 
the first eight months of the 
year to ensure at least one 
sergeant works one of three 
shifts every day. 

He explained that a 
sergeant's top rate of pay, $16 
per hour, is $1.90 higher than a 
patrol officer's top rate. That in- 
crease, multiplied by the 2,080 
hours a sergeant works each 
year, equals a $2,481.99 increase 
in salary per position for one 
year. The total expense for the 


three new positions would be 
$7,445.99 Wilmouth calculated. 

Most council members 
agreed with the importance of 
clear, constantly available su~ 
pervision, but some were con- 
cerned about the costs of the 
promotions. 

Noah Bergeron feared that 
one sergeant placed in charge 
of two other sergeants would 
insist upon lieutenant's pay. 

Jimmie Raspberry believes

School programs to be saved 
at the hands of area voters

After three rejections by vo- 
ters earlier this year, two mil- 
lage proposals for Romulus 
Community Schools were 
approved Tuesday. 

The millages were put on the 
ballot to help end a $1.4 million 
operating-budget deficit. 

Now that the two proposals 
have been passed, a 4. 5-mill tax 
increase will be put into opera- 
tion for the 1988-89 school year. 
That millage passed, 3,664 yes 
votes to 2,740 opposing votes. 

A 2-mill tax increase will 
occur during the 1989-90 and 
1990-91 school years. The 
second proposal received 3,414 
supporting votes and 2,692 no 
votes. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell said he expects to see 
the general operating budget 
for the school system nearly 
balanced by June 30, 1989, the 
end of this fiscal year. He ex- 
pects a complete balance by 
June, 1990. 

The threat of extensive 
school program cutbacks 
posed by the deficit are no lon- 
ger a concern, Bedell said. In- 
stead, projects which had been 
placed on the back burner until 
the millages passed are now 
possible. 

Among these projects are 
modernization of the 
elementary schools in the dis- 
trict and remodeling of the high 
school. Bedell said both pro- 
jects would be enacted in 
stages and would be funded by 
bond money. 
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The threat of extensive 
program cutbacks posed by 
the deficit are no longer a 
concern, (William) Bedell said 
Instead, projects which had 
been placed on the back 
burner until the millages 
passed are now possible 
Among these projects are 
modernization of the 
elementary schools in the 
district and remodeling of the 
high school. 


Taxpayers, however, will not 
be paying additional monies 
due to a roll b a c k in othe r a rea s . 

Participation in a joint ven- 
ture for a new community cen- 
ter with the current Romulus 
Recreation Center is also possi- 
ble for Romulus schools now. 
Included in the plans for the 
proposed project is a swim- 
ming pool for the schools. 

Bedell said he is concerned 
with utilizing the funds pro- 
vided by the millages care- 
fully. 

“We've got to make the 
money last as long as we can," 
he said. 

One way to acheive this goal, 
he said, is to negotiate labor 
contracts carefully. 

Despite earlier rejections of 
the millage proposals, Bedell 
said he is not surprised they 
passed last week. He admitted 
confusion existed about the lan- 
guage of the proposals, which 
falsely suggested voters would 
pay higher taxes. In October, 
nearly 100 volunteers began an 


"education campaign" to ex- 
plain that the millages would 
merely represent a transfer 
from a debt account to the 
general account. 

Bedell said that once voters 
understood the millages and 
the implications of rejecting 
them, they came through for 
the school district. 

"It is remarkable the degree 
the parents in this district sup- 
port their schools," said Be- 
dell. "When we really get to the 
point where we are in trouble, 
parents come through.' 1 

Carol Bales, who was active 
with the campaign to promote 
the millages, was also proud of 
the voters, 

"I was just really pleased 
with the Romulus voters that 
they supported their schools/* 
she said. 

Bales added she had ex- 
pected the millages to pass, but 
was surprised with the high 
margin of support. "It appears 
the community has faith in 
their school/' she said. 


Revised homes incentives 
to encourage development

Increased housing develop- 
ment has always been a central 
goal for the city of Romulus, 

Now city officials are plan- 
ning to revitalize a program 
proposed to meet that goal, the 
Home Incentive program. 

When presented with a re- 
vised draft outlining the prog- 
ram, city council members 
said they agree with the basic 
goals and concept but would 
like to sec a more specific out- 
line. 

The program was first intro- 
duced two years ago. Dennis 
Meagher of community de- 
velopment explained the prog- 
ram. It would consist of an in- 
centive package including an 
offer of a city -owned lot for a 


minimum of $100, Partcipants 
would be given a waiver of 
building permit fees. 

Since the program is de- 
signed to assist low- and mod- 
erate- income families, those 
eligible would receive a direct 
grant up to $2,000 to cover costs 
of site preparation, utility in- 
stallation, closing costs or 
other administrative costs. 

The grants would come from 
a Community Development 
Block Grant and would only be 
available to Romulus citizens. 
It would be provided on a reim- 
bursement basis. 

Also proposed, is a city list- 
ing of residential builders who 
have asked to be referred to 
potential home buyers. 

If successful. Meagher said, 
the program would encourage

for a state public college or uni- 
versity and will be paid over a 
four-year period beginning 
when the child reaches the age 
of 18.

The MET contract provides 
full tuition benefits at any of the 
public four-year universities or 
two-year community and 
junior colleges after pre- 
payment is made to the MET 
fund. The amount of the pre- 
payment is based on the age of 
the child and the number of 
years of tuition which will be 
covered. 

Some critics of the plan have 
said the fund is not a good deal 
when compared with invest- 
ments such as mutual funds, 
tax-deferred annuities or in- 
surance policies. They believe 
that parents who put the same 
amount of money in some other 
form of investment could make 
enough to pay the tuition costs 
plus the fees for room, board 
and books - costs which are not 
covered under the MET 
program. 

However, many parents and 
grandparents favor the plan 
because they do not have to disci- 
pline themselves to save for the 
child’s college education, and do 
not have to investigate the alter- 
nate investment possibilities. In 
addition, although other invest- 
ments may earn greater returns, 
the MET plan guarantees that it 
will keep pace with tuition costs. 

“Parents should first look 
into mutual funds, certificates 
of deposit and life insurance be- 
fore signing up for the MET/ 1 
said Rex Ryckman, an insur- 
ance agent from Sumpter 
Township. “After talking to a 
financial planner or an insur- 
ance representative, 1 believe 
that most people will find an 
alternative to the MET will 
make more financial sense to 
them.* 1 

Ryckman criticized the MET 
for its lack of flexibility if the 
child does not attend college or 
chooses a private college 
rather than a public university.

Solutions to teen health con- 
cerns is becoming a continuous 
source of debate among Romu- 
lus citizens. 

At a meeting of the Romulus 
Adolescent Health Advisory 
Committee Thursday, some 
parents claimed their teens 
need more information about 
substance abuse and sex. 

Others insist young people 
are confused with too much in- 
formation, while the import- 
ance of morality has been over- 
looked . 


Kathleen Conway, project 
director for the teen health 
study, said despite the dis- 
agreements, she is pleased 


citizens agree problems do exist 
and something must be done. 

The committee, which was 
established to investigate the 
health behaviors and needs of 
Romulus teens, has received 
grants from the Michigan De- 
partment of Public Health for 
the past two years, 

Throughout that period, the 
committee has stirred con- 
troversy. The major concern of 
opponents is that the commit- 
tee will eventually recommend 
a teen health center to the 
Romulus Board of Education. 

A number of people said they 
fear such a center would pro- 
vide or encourage birth control 
services. These people believe 
a clinic would undermine their 
authority as parents and fail to 


emphasize the importance of 
morality to young people. 

Representatives of the com- 
mittee maintain that a clinic is 
only one option under consid- 
eration. Furthermore, they 
have said, no contraceptives or 
abortions would be provided. A 
Michigan law prohibits any 
school-based clinic from dis- 
pensing birth control devices 
or referring a student to any 
facility providing abortions for 
any reason. 

During the committee meet- 
ing staged Thursday, teen 
health concerns were ex- 
amined on a broad basis. 
Rather than considering possi- 
ble solutions, those in attend- 
ance were asked to list the 
actual problems young people 
face today. Lack of family 
structure, emotional and 


physical abuse, substance 
abuse, lack of morality or gui- 
dance and the influence of tele- 
vision and peers were issues 
raised by citizens in the audi- 
ence. 

"Young people are facing 
problems we didn't have to 
face until we were in our 20s, 
30s or ever/' said one commit- 
tee member. 

A number of people said 
teens need more involvement 
from parents in their education 
and difficult decisions. 

After the meeting, Conway 
agreed that regardless of the 
committee recommendation, 
parental involvement is cru- 
cial to help teens, 

"One of the things about this 
community is it has very low 
participation by parents," she 


said. 

Because of that, Conway said 
she is encouraged by the strong 
reaction the committee has 
raised. She added that any re- 
commendation offered by the 
committee will be based on 
community input. 

"We don't want to do some- 
thing the community doesn't 
want," Conway explained. 

Options being considered for 
Romulus teens include trans- 
portation systems to other cli- 
nics that could provide ser- 
vices such as required im- 
munizations for school and a 
referral system. 

The committee will also con- 
sider supplementing the work 
of the one nurse for the school 
district. 

The committee will offer the 
board of education a recom- 
mendation in February.

Landfill switch 
nears approval 

Romulus is moving forward in solving 
the problem of solid waste disposal. 

Currently, Romulus has a commercial 
contract with Wayne Disposal for solid 
waste. The company raised dumping fees 
from $5 to $8 per cubic yard Nov. 1, Offi- 
cials at Wayne Disposal have said they 
will no longer accept household and muni- 
cipal wastes after the city contract ex- 
pires Dec. 31. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally said the op- 
tion of using a Riverview landfill for 
Romulus solid waste remains a possi- 
bility, 

Riverview officials have offered Romu- 
lus an 18-month contract at $1 less than 
the current $5.50 per-cubic-inch commer- 
cial rate. 

McAnally met with officials and Romu- 
lus attorneys Monday afternoon to dis- 
cuss the contract. She said some changes 
were drafted in the document, including 
liability issues for the city of Romulus. 

The contract will be presented to the 
Romulus city council for approval at the 
Nov. 30 meeting, McAnally said. 

MeanwhUe, the city will also concen- 
trate on increasing recycling and com- 
posting methods as methods of solid 
waste disposal, according to the mayor. 

In fact, McAnally is considering the 
establishment of a volunteer committee 
to assist with increasing city cleanup and 
recyling, 

McAnally said plans such as the recent- 
ly proposed Wayne County program for 
cutting down solid wastes are a necessity, 
but use of recyling methods is an impor- 
tant means to reach the goal of the plan. 

New city contract 
to improve sewers 

Final resolutions on a sewage service 
agreement for Romulus have been 
approved by city council members. 

The supplemental agreement brought 
before the council is part of the North 
Huron Valley/Rouge Valley/Wastewater 
Control System Finance and Service 
Agreement, The original version was 
approved by council members in March. 

Romulus is one of 16 communities parti- 
cipating in this sewage improvement pro- 
ject. The city will be responsible for pro- 
viding $50,000, the least amount among 
the participants. Federal funding will 
supply $35,000 for Romulus improve- 
ments. 

James Murray, director of public 
works for Wayne County, addressed the 
council and explained that the supple- 
ment to the agreement includes revisions 
requested by other participating com- 
munities. Since Romulus is strictly 
financing local sewer improvements, it is 
unaffected. 

Murray said the supplement also in- 
cludes financing information and federal 
funding requirements. 

The projects were originated in 1961 to 
place a number of Wayne County com- 
munities under compliance with state and 
federal clean water acts. 

He added that Romulus improvements 
will be completed in a year and a half*

the construction of new homes 
within the city and reduce the 
number of city-owned lots. 

Currently, the city owns 
more than 250 lots suitable for 
single-family residences. The 
city receives no taxes from this 
vacant property. 

"Hopefully, this is a step to- 
ward really encouraging peo- 
ple to build,' 1 said Mayor Pro 
Tem Mary Ann Banks. 

Besides bringing in tax re- 
venue, city officials believe an 
increase in population would 
encourage retail development 
in the city, 

Meagher said he would like 
to add to the existing priority 
system. According to the cur- 
rent draft, first priority of site 


selection would be offered to 
current Romulus residents liv- 
ing in the Ecorse Community 
Subdivision south of Smith 
Road. Land development near 
the subdivision, including the 
expansion of Metro Airport, is 
diminishing the desirability of 
the property. 

The draft lists other Romulus 
residents as second priority. 

Meagher wants the revised 
plan to consider home buyers 
from other communities as 
third priority (only entitled to 
low lot price), and interested 
developers as a fourth priority. 

Some council members want 
additional provisions. 

Banks said she questions tne 
two-year completion require- 
ment outlined in the current 
draft. She said one year to 18 
months is a more reasonable 
time period. 

She added that provisions for 
review of the program after a 


certain time period should be 
included in the drafted plan. 

Fred Junior Block said the 
limitations of the program 
should be clearly outlined. For 
example, homeowners should 
understand that the only fees 
waived under the program 
would be for building permits. 

Block also was concerned ab- 
out the quality of housing the 
program would bring to Romu- 
lus He said he would not want 
to see a "two-piece modular 
home" placed in an established 
subdivison with more expen- 
sive* nicer homes. 

Meagher assured him that 
all construction would be 
approved by a special commit- 
tee and city council to ensure it 
meets city requirements. 

Meagher said he will try to 
complete a new draft of the 
plan in time for the next city 
council meeting.

ARTICLE III 

The purpose of this Authority is to acquire, construct, finance, purch- 
ase, own, improve, enlarge, extend and operate a sewage disposal 
system, a solid waste management system, and/or a water supply 
system in accordance with the authorization of Act 233, Public Acts of 
Michigan.

Each constituent 
municipality shall also designate a member of its legislative body as an 
alternate Commissioner, who shall exercise ail powers of that munici- 
pality's Commissioner in his or her absence or disability. Each Com- 
missioner shall qualify by taking the constitutional oath of office and 
filing It with his or her respective City, Township or Village Clerk. The 
alternate Commissioners of the first Commission shall be designated 
by the legislative bodies of the constituent municipalities within twenty 
days after the effective date of the incorporation of this Authority. 
Successor alternate Commissioners shall be designated by the legislative 
bodies of the respective constituent municipalities before the first day of 
January after the election of the legislative body. 

Within thirty days after the effective date of the incorporation of the 
Authority, the members of the first Commission shad qualify by taking 
the constitutional oath of office and shall meet for the purpose of 
organization. At such organizational meeting the Commission shall 
select a Chair and Vice Chair, who shall be members of the Commis- 
sion, and a Secretary and a Treasurer, who need not be members of the 
Commission. Such officers shall be serve until the organizational meet- 
ing of the following year, which shall be held annually on the first 
business day of January of each year, or until their respective succes- 
sors shall be selected and qualify. No appointment to the Commission 
and no selection of an officer of the Commission shall be deemed to be 
invalid because it was not made within or at the time specified in these 
Articles. 

The Commissioners shall serve without compensation except that 
each Commissioner shall be entitled to reimbursement for all expendi- 
tures made in carrying out official duties, including a ro tunable allo- 
wance for traveling expenses. 

ARTICLE VIII 

In the case of temporary absence or disability of any Commissioner, 
the alternative Commissioner from that municipality shall act in his or 
her stead. In the event of a vacancy in any office of the Commission, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Commission for the unexpired term. 
In case of the temporary absence or disability of any officer, the

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the Chair, the Vice Chair shall so act. 

ARTICLE IX 

Meetings of the Commission shall be held at such time and place as 
shall be prescribed by resolution of the Commission. Special meetings 
of the Commission may be called by the Chair or any two Commission- 
ers, by serving written notice of the time, place and purpose thereof, 
upon each Commissioner, personally, or by leaving it at his or her 
place of residence, at least twenty-four hours prior to the time of such 
meeting, or by depositing the same in a United States Post Office or 
mall box within the geographic limits of the Authority, at least seventy- 
two hours prior to the time of such meeting, enclosed in a sealed 
envelope properly addressed to him or her at his or her home or office 
address, with postage fully prepaid. Special meetings o' the Commis- 
sion at which all members are present, or which all absent members 
receive notice, shall be deemed to be valid even though no written 
notice thereof may be given as above specified. A majority of the 
Commission, (five members) shall be required for a quorum. The 
Commission shall act by motion, resolution or ordinance. For the 
passage of any resolution or ordinance providing for services to non- 
constituent municipalities, the issuance of bonds, the execution of any 
contract wherein contractual payments are to be pledged as security 
for bonds, or the amendment of these Articles, or the approval of any 
contract for construction or repair which exceeds Five Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00), there shall be required a favorable vote 
of all eight Commissioners, For ail other matters a vote of a majority of 
the Commissioners present shall be sufficient for passage. The Com- 
missioner shall have the right to adopt rules and by-laws governing its 
procedure which are not in conflict with the terms of any statute or of 
these Articles The Commissioner shah keep a journal of its proceed- 
ings, which are not in conflict with the terms of any statute or of these 
Articles, The Commission shall keep a Journal of Us proceedings, 
which shall be signed by the Chair. Ah votes shall be “yeas" and 
“nays", except that where the vote is unanimous it shall be only be 
necessary to so state. Each member shah be required to vote on all 
matters unless he or she shah be disqualified therefrom. No member 
may vote on any matter in which he or she has a personal interest, 

ARTICLE X 

The Chair of the Commission shall be the presiding officer thereof. 
Except as herein otherwise provided, he or she shall not have any 
executive or administrative functions other than as a member of said 
Commission. In the absence or disability of the Chair, the Vice Chair 
shall perform the duties of the Chair. The Secretary shall be the record- 
ing officer of the Commission. The Treasurer shall be custodian of the 
funds of the Authority and shall give to it a bond conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office. The cost of said bond 
shall be paid by the Authority. All monies shall be deposited in a bank 
or banks, to be designated by the Commission, and all checks or other 
forms of withdrawal therefrom shall be signed by the Treasurer and 
one other officer if the Authority. The officers of the Commission shall 
have other powers and duties as may be conferred upon them by the 
Commission. 

The Commission shall prepare, adopt, and submit to the legislative 
bodies of the constituent municipalities an annual budget covering the 
proposed expenditures to be made for the organizing and operation of 
such Authority, and for the next fiscal year beginning January 1st, 
such budget to be submitted on or before December 1st of the preceding 
year. 

ARTICLE XI 

The Authority shall possess all the powers necessary to carry out the 
purposes thereof and those incident thereto It may acquire private 
property by purchase, construction, lease, gift, devise or condemns 
lion, either within or without its corporate limits, and may hold, man- 
age, control, sell, exchange or lease such property For the purpose of 
condemnation it may proceed under the provisions of Act 149 Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1911, as now or hereafter amended, or any , 
appropriate statute. 


ARTICLE XII 

The Authority and its constituent municipalities may enter into a 
contract or contracts providing for the acquisition, purchase, construc- 
tion, improvement, enlargement, extension, operation and financing 
of n sewage disposal system, a solid waste management system, and / 
or a water supply system, as authorized and provided in Act 233, Public 
Acts or Michigan. 1955, os amended. The Authority may enter into 
contracts with any non-constituent municipality, as authorized and 
provided in said Act, for the furnishing of sewer, solid waste, or water 
service from any facilities owned or operated by the Authority, which 
contract shall provide for reasonable charges or rates for such service 
furnished No contracts shall be for a period exceeding forty years. 

ARTICLE XIII 

For the purpose of obtaining funds for the acquisition, construction, 
improving, enlarging or extending of a sewage disposal system, solid 
waste management system, and/or a water supply system, the Au- 
thority may, upon ordinance or resolution duly adopted by it, issue its 
negotiable bunds, securied by the contractual full faith and credit pledges 
of each contracting municipality, in accordance with and subject to the 
provisions of Act 233, Public Acts of Michigan, 1955, as amended 

ARTICLE XIV 

The Authority may issue self- liquid a ting revenue bonds in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended, being Sections 141.101 to 141.139, inclusive, of the Complied 
Laws of 1948. or any other act providing for the issuance of revenue 
bonds, which bonds shall be payable solely from the revenues of the 
sewage disposal, solid waste management, and/or water supply sys- 
tem, The charges specified in any contract or contracts securing said 
bonds shall be subject to Increase by the Authority at any time if 
necessary in order to provide funds to meet its obligations. Any con- 
tract authorized herin shall be for a period of not exceeding forty years. 

ARTICLE XV 

The Authority may employ such personnel and employees as it may 
consider desirable, and may retain from time to time the services of 
attorneys and engineers, and fix the compensation therefor. 

ARTICLE XVI 

The Authority shall cause an annual audit to be made of its financial 
transactions by a certified public accountant and shall furnish at least 
seven copies thereof to each constituent municipality. 

ARTICLE XVII 

These Articles shall be published once in the Associated News - The 
Romulus Roman, Huron Valley New Herald, The News Herald, and 
the Belleville Enterprise, which newspapers have general circulation 
within the limits of the Authority, One printed copy of such Articles of 
Incorporation, certified as a true copy thereof, with the date and place 
of publication shall be filed with both the Secretary of State and the 
County Clerk of the County of Wayne within thirty days after the 
execution thereof has been completed. 

William J. DeBiasi, is hereby designated as the person to cause these 
Articles to be published, certified and filed as aforesaid. In the event he 
shall be unable to act or shall neglect to act, then Charles E. Wycoff 
shall act In his stead. 

ARTICLE XVIII 

This Authority shall become effective upon the filing of certified 
copies of these Articles, as provided in the preceding Article. 

ARTICLE XIX 

These Articles of Incorporation may be amended at any time so as to 
permit any other municipality to become a constituent municipality of 
this Authority, if such amendment to and the Articles of Incorporation 
are adopted by the legislative body of such other municipality, and If 
such amendment is adopted by the legislative body of each constituent 
municipality of which the authority is composed. Other amendments 
may be made to these Articles of Incorporation at any time if adopted 
by the legislative body of each constituent municipality of which the 
Authority is composed. Any such amendment shall be endorsed, pub- 
lished, and certified, and printed copies thereof filed in the same man- 
ner as the original Articles of Incorporation, except that the filed and 
printed copies shall be certified by the recording officer of the Au- 
thority.

License plates to 
recognize veterans 

Three new special- 
registration license plates hon- 
oring World War I veterans, 
Pearl Harbor survivors and 
combat-wounded veterans who 
received the Purple Heart were 
unveiled Thursday by Secret- 
ary of State Richard Austin 

An estimated 35,000 veterans 
are eligible to apply for the 
three plates, which are avail- 
able for an initial $5 fee* in addi- 
tion to the owner's vehicle reg- 
istration fee 

The registrations must be re- 
newed annually' on the owner's 
birthday. 

Ln addition to the new plates, 
state officials have altered the 
design of the prison-of-war 
license plates to read, “ex- 
prisoner-of-war 1 * 

The new' plates are identical 
in color to the current Michigan 
plates, which feature a Lake Su- 
perior Blue background, with 
white letters and numbers. The 
only exception is the combat- 
wounded- plate, which features 
a decal of the Purple Heart 
medal. 


Liquor Control

Members of the Michigan Li- 
quor Control Commission will 
stage apublic hearing at 10a.m.

The Michigan Liquor Control 
Act requires two such hearings 
each year for the purpose of 
hearing complaints and receiv- 
ing the views of the public with 
respect to the administration of 
the act. All government and en- 
forcement officials, licensees 
and other interested people may 
attend. 

Michigan Library 
to open Nov. 21 

After three years of construc- 
tion, the first phase of the new 
Michigan Library and Historic- 
al Center will be open to the pub- 
lic at 9 a.m. Monday, Nov. 21. 

The library of Michigan, the 
state version of the federal Lib- 
rary of Congress, is now housed 
in a new five-story facility, with 
more than 5.2 million items of 27 
miles of shelving. 

The Library of Michigan was 
founded in 1828. It stores com- 
piled laws to 1805 and contains 
the 15th largest genealogical 
collection in the country. 

Formal dedication of the 
building, at 717 W. Allegan St,, 
two blocks southwest of the 
state capital, in Lansing; wifi be 
staged at noon March 7. Special 
ceremonies are also slated the 
week of March 6 to 9. 

Bond approval to 
aid environment 

Proposals approved in the 
Nov. 8 election will allow state 
officials to sell bonds to fund 
massive environmental 
cleanup projects and public- 
recreation improvements. 

The bond sale will generate at 
least $450 million for environ- 
mental cleanup, $150 million for 
solid-waste disposal, $60 million 
to improve local wastewater 
treatment facilities, $70 million 
for state-park improvements 
and $70 million for local recrea- 
tion facilities and economic- 
development projects designed 
to increase recreational oppor- 
tunities and attract tourists. 

Crime victims now 
have added rights 

Michigan voters last week 
approved a ballot proposal to in- 
clude crime victims" rights in 
the state Constitution. 

The amendment guarantees 
that victims have the right to 
fair treatment, timely disposi- 
tion of the case, reasonable pro- 
tection from the accused 
through the judicial process, 
notification of an attendance at 
court proceedings, restitution 
and information about the con- 
viction, sentencing, imprison- 
ment and release of the ac- 
cused. 

Bill proposes new 
halfway-house rule 

A state House bill being consi- 
dered by members of a Senate 
committee calls for closer su- 
pervision of prisoners in com- 
munity halfway houses.

In Inkster, according to un- 
official election returns, Duka- 
kis defeated Bush, 7.845-1,882. 
6i Romulus, Dukakis received 
,146 votes to Bush's 3,109. 
Bush did prevail, however, in 
Belleville, Wayne, Westland 
4nd Canton Township, where 
he received 746, 3,422, 15,448 
atnd 12,223 votes, respectively. 

■ On the state level, area vo- 
ters were asked to vote “yes’* 
t\r "no’ 1 on four proposals - 
proposal A, a proposal seeking 
tt> end state-funded abortions 
for welfare recipients; Propos- 
al B, a crime bill providing vic- 
tim's rights; and Proposals C 
4nd D, part of an $800 million 
nvironmental bonding 
ackage.

One reason for the delay, according to some clerks, is a reduction 
in the number of voting machines necessary 1 in elections. Original- 
ly, one voting machine was required by the state for every 200 
registered voters. Now, it is one for every 400.

State bill targets day care

Day care was a hot issue in 
the presidential race* And it re- 
mains an issue of controversy in 

Lansing. 

Senate Bill 687 would take 
control of in-home day care cen- 
ters out of the hands of local 
communities and put control in 
the hands of state officials. 

The bill would abolish local- 
community authority to zone 
neighborhoods in order to ex- 
clude residential day-care faci- 
lities serving fewer than 12 chii- 
dren, according to Nancy 
Maciag. an aide for state Sen. 
William Faust (D Westland) 

Faust voted against the bill. 

Some local officials are also 
concerned about the bill. West- 
land city council members 
approved a resolution recently 
opposing the legislation. 

Faust and other opponents 
said such facilities create a 
great amount of traffic in neigh- 
borhoods and, therefore, 
adversely affect the surround- 
ing property. They also believe 
the community officials are

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Citizens speak out 

Wayne County waste plan opposed

Concerned residents and en- 
vironmental groups filled 
Romulus City Hall Thursday 
night, voicing strong opposition 
to the newly drafted waste re* 
duction plan for Wayne County. 

The plan, created by the 
Solid Waste Implementation 
Committee of Wayne County, 
recommends a process to re- 
duce solid waste by 75 percent 
by the year 2000 It includes 
four main objectives: promo- 
tion of public health, public In- 
volvement and waste reduction 
along with the enforcement of 
any laws necessary to achieve 
these goals. 

Ultimately, according to the 
plan, waste would be reduced 
45 percent by Incineration, 30 
percent by landfill, and 25 per- 
cent by recycling, 

Wayne County currently rids 
85 percent of Its wastes through 
use of landfills, 10 percent Is re- 
cycled and five percent is in- 
cinerated. 

When addressing the com- 
mittee at the public hearing, 
speakers repeatedly agreed 
waste reduction is needed In 
Wayne County, but they de- 
scribed the current plan as In- 
effective and an “unplanned 
plan.'’ They accused commit- 
tee members of providing 
futile, short-term solutions to 
long-lasting situations, 

The plan, citizens said, docs 
not realistically consider the 
Impact on the environment, it 
fails to address commercial and 
Industrial waste and lacks effec- 
tive policies to enforce the prac- 
tices It promotes. 

Speakers condemned the 
plan for heavy reliance on in- 
cineration instead of recycling. 
They claim recycling would in- 
crease 15 percent, while incin- 
eration would go up 45 percent 
within the next 16 years if the 
current plan Is implemented. 

A number of speakers chal- 
lenged the committee to reveal 
plans for the tons of toxic ash 
an Incinerator would produce. 

“When solid waste is reduced 
to ash you have a much more 
serious waste, " said David 
Watson of Detroit, He added 
that the committee was acting 
without regard for the future. 

One speaker produced a peti- 
tion opposing the Detroit in- 
cinerator with l ,500 signatures. 

Committee members said a 
site for toxic ash has not been 
established yet. 

Several citizens recom- 
mended reducing the produc- 
tion of waste rather than the 
waste itself, 

“We need to produce recycl- 
able products... to stop the 
problem at Its source, 1 ’ said 
Westland resident Don Ward. 


He said he fears his community 
would rapidly become “Waste- 
land“ if the current plan is im- 
plemented. 

Others promoted use of eco- 
nomic incentives to encourage 
recycling such as a tax on non- 
recyclable materials. 

In a physical display of con- 
cern, a group of Van Ruren 
Township residents initiated a 
“green ribbon campaign. 1 * 
Green ribbons, representing 
concern for the environment 
and health dangers they be- 
lieve the plan poses, were dis- 
tributed during the hearing. 

Also criticized was failure to 
include suggestions for the re- 
duction of commercial and in- 
dustrial waste in the plan. 

Vickie Lions said the needs of 
the communities are not 
addressed in the plan. She, 
along with other citizens, dis- 
approved of the plan which ex- 
empts communities offering to 
host landfills or incinerators 
from the responsibility of re- 
ducing waste. Instead of that 
Incentive, Lions suggested 
more encouragement to recy- 
cle and equal emphasis placed 
on commercial and industrial 
waste. 

Others agreed, 

“We have to impose restric- 
tions on industrial and com- 
mercial users, 1 * said John Pies- 
ter of the Huron Valley 
Citizen's Association. He 
added that local communities 
feel the brunt of this plan, 

Plester continued to suggest 
changes. He said policing pow- 
ers should be turned over to the 
communities involved. 

Current policies, such as a 
$1,000 fee for violating regula- 
tions of the landfill industry, 
arc not strong enough, Plester 
added. Jan Katz of Detroit 
Recycling said the plan down- 
plays the lack of accountability 
commercial and Industrial 
businesses face in the plan 

After the hearing, Milton 
Mack, Wayne County commis- 
sioner and committee chair- 
man, explained some of the 
rationale behind the plan. 

Despite the outcry for an 
emphasis on recycling from 
those at the hearing, Mack 
doubted those people could 
completely represent feelings 
of the entire county. 

“We have to respond to the 
demands of the local commun- 
ity, and the costs of recycling is 
going to be borne by the indi- 
vidual communities. ..If we go 
too far, it won't be approved, 1 * 
said Mack. 

He said expecting more than 
a 25 percent reliance on recycl- 
ing for waste removal would be 
unrealistic.

State lawmakers busy, 
as session nears end

State legislators have Just a 
few weeks remaining in the 
1 ilHH session. And for many, it's 
a time to wrap up bills and turn 
proposals Into lows. 

“It's pretty hectic around 
here/' said Hep. Lynn Owen 
(D-Sumpter), 

11 Everyone has their own In- 
dividual bills that they want to 
get pushed through before the 
session Is over/' 

One of the more important 
Issues facing both the senate 
and the house of representa- 
tives is the school-sales tax 
proposal. 

“There is a great deal of con- 
troversy because each school 
would be affected differently/* 
said Sen. Robert Gcake IR- 
C on ton). 

The increase in sales tax, 
which would pay for school re- 
form, could af feet in-formula 
schools differently than out-of- 
formula districts. 

In-formula districts receive 
slate aid. Out-of-formula dis- 
tricts are districts which don't 
receive state aid and are sup- 
ported solely by tax millagc 
levies 

State officials are trying to 
get the school-sales tax hill 
written up for u special election 
in March 

“The objective is to reduce 
the gap between the highest 
and lowest spending districts/* 
said Kcp James Kosteva (D- 
Canton). “The hope is to bring 
equity to school financing/* 

Kosteva doesn't know if the 
bill will be ready by spring 


“I think it's a 50*50 chance/* 
he said. “Some days it looks 
like there will be a compromise 
and the next day it looks bad/’ 

Owen, who along with Rep. 
Justine Barns (D-Westland), 
Rep. Gerald Low (R-Canton) 
and Kosteva won reelection last 
week, has been working on 
several environmental bills. 

“One of them is dealing with 
incinerator ash/* Owen said. 
14 This type of ash shouldn't be 
dumped into a solid waste land- 
fill I am trying to get this ash 
treated as at least a special 
waste. 

“It's a dangerous habit to 
dump this type of ash into a 
solid waste landfill." 

Owen said legislators have a 
large number of bills to be 
addressed, but believes his ma- 
jor issues will be addressed. 

Law, who also has several 
issues of concern to him, would 
like to have his concerns 
addressed. 

“I don't see any problems be- 
cause the two bills I am trying 
to get passed hove no opposi- 
tion/* he said. “With noopposi- 
tion, It's Just a matter of getting 
them done before the session is 
over/* 

The first bill deals with reg- 
ulation of credit repair shops. 

"Theae are the places that 
tell people they will give them 
good credit and change their 
credit rating when they can't/' 
Law said. 

Law' is also working on a 
privacy act, w'hich would pre- 
vent people from receiving in- 
formation on movies a person 
rents from video stores. 


practical options for the future. 
Landfills take less time to 
establish than recycling sys- 
tems, he said, and incineration 
reduces waste volume by 90 
percent, allowing for more 
storage He called incinera- 
tion a safe option as long as 
monofills, landfills strictly for 
incinerator ash, are used. He 
added that Environmental 
Proctection Agency (EPAj 
testing is flawed and over- 
states the presence of heavy 
metals and ash resulting from 
incinerators. 

Mack said his committee is 
not responsible for finding a 
site for the ash produced by in- 
cinerators. Instead, the com- 
mittee will screen proposals 
from communities for land- 
fills. 

He admitted a problem 
would arise if no one steps for- 
ward with an offer to accept the 
ash, 

Mack said he anticipates 
some changes in the plan be- 
fore it is implemented.

Don’t dispose of your 
eggs all in 1 basket 

The issue continues to be a burning one, igniting the ire of 
several area residents. 

However, the solution to the solid waste worries of this 
area, this state and this country cannot be found in recycling 
or incineration alone. Opponents of incineration and the 
Wayne County solid-waste plan should remember this and 
heed the following warning. 

•‘Don't dispose of your eggs all in one basket." 

The issue of solid waste and how we, as a society, will 
dispose of the tons of trash we produce every day - when the 
landfills we currently use are filled - is a most difficult one. 
Many residents who follow the solid-waste dilemma are 
quick to sound off and support only one method of waste 
disposal. 

Many did so Thursday, at a meeting of the Solid Waste 
Implementation Committee of Wayne County, staged in 
Romulus. 

For those who do not follow the solid-waste war and, thus, 
have formed no opinion of how to dispose of our residential, 
commercial and industrial garbage in the year 2000, we offer 
a brief explanation. The solid-waste worries of most Wayne 
County communities were made worse when county officials 
drafted a solid-waste plan that would eliminate local de- 
pendency on landfills by the year 2000. 

In the plan, total waste products produced in Wayne Coun 
ty would be disposed of 45 percent by incineration, 30 percent 
by landfills and 25 percent by recycling 

Currently, 85 percent of all wastes in Wayne County are 
sent to landfills, 10 percent is recycled, and 5 percent is 
incinerated 

The plan has been criticized by community leaders and 
citizens because, they say. it should stress recycling over 
incineration. They also argue that the plan should be more 
stern with commercial businesses and industry. 

County officials and members of the committee which 
created the plan are defending the document, saying it is an 
idea that works. 

We believe the plan will, indeed, work - with some fine 
tuning - if everyone in the county understands the plan and 
supports it. 

Most controversial in the solid-waste plan is a primary 
reliance on incineration. Critics of incineration say such a 
method of waste disposal is harmful to the environment. We 
disagree. 

We point to the incinerators used by the Central Wayne 
County Sanitation Authority to illustrate our point. For more 
than 20 years, residents in Wayne. Westland, Inkster, Dear- 
born Heights and Garden City have enjoyed autonomy from 
the problem of at-capacity landfills and have the solid-waste 
answer for the 1980s. the 1990s and beyond in their own back 
yard. 

True, the Central Wayne incinerators were once shut 
down because they failed to meet federal clean-air stan- 
dards. However, the more than 20^year-old facility was re- 
vamped, new technology added . and federal clean-air stan- 
dards have been fulfilled. 

Critics also say that the toxic ash produced in incinerators 
will be harmful to the environment. Again, we point to the 
Central Wayne facility and the effectiveness and stability of 
the operation there. 

To thwart our critics’ bullets before they are fired, we are 
not saying that incineration is the only answer to our solid- 
waste worries. Wayne County officials are not planning to 
rely on one method, either. 

We support recycling and feel residents and businesses 
should receive education and incentives to recycle more and 
more. After all, recycling is someday going to be a necessity 
for some waste disposal. The sooner we become accustomed 
to recycling our wastes, the easier this transition will be. 

We also recognize the fact that incineration ash, metals 
and some other products must still be buried in landfills. But, 
if this use of landfills can be reduced sharply, the solid-waste 
plan proposed by Wayne County will be working. 

Today, we urge friends and foes of the Wayne County 
solid-waste plan to broaden their support. While we, like the 
plan critics, feel this waste-reduction plan can be further 
refined, we urge those criticizing the idea to consider the 
feasibility of their proposals, the cost to communities and the 
ability to put those ideas into place. 

We are confident that the Wayne County solid-waste plan - 
combining incineration, recycling and landfill use - will 
work. Now, it is up to the residents of this area to make it 
work, beginning with their support of the plan. 
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Underground environment must be protected 


Buried beneath us throughout 
the state are thousands of under- 
ground storage tanks, many of 
which are leaking and posing a 
dangerous threat to our safety 
and to our environment. Approx- 
imately 90 percent of the Michi- 
gan underground storage tanks 
are filled with petroleum, which 
can be extremely dangerous to 
the environment, can cause ex- 
plosions, fires and extensive 
groundwater contamination. 

Experts also estimate that 
20,000 of these underground stor- 
age tanks are leaking. 

These leaking underground 
storage tanks are not given high 
priority on the federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
cleanup list. Tanks containing 
petroleum are excluded from the 
federal Superfund program. 



However, the state can receive 
funds from a federal cleanup 
trust fund specifically for pet- 
roleum leaks if the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources 
can demonstrate it can take ac- 
tion on the problem of the Michi- 
gan leaking tanks. 

To prove that we are serious 
about enforcing stringent rules 
dealing with underground stor- 
age tanks and to allow Michigan 


to continue to receive money 
from the trust fund, members of 
the state House have passed a bill 
that would regulate and correct 
releases from leaking storage 
tanks. The bill would require 
owners and operators of under- 
ground storage tanks to report all 
suspected releases from a tank to 
the DNR within 24 hours after 
learning that the release had 
occurred. 

Legislation has also been intro- 
duced that would authorize fire 
marshals to regularly inspect 
underground storage tanks. Law- 
makers hope this preventative 
measure would allow inspectors 
to spot aging or broken tanks be- 
fore dangerous leaks occur. 

In the past, people were only 
concerned with pollution they 
could see smog in the sky or 


garbage and litter that were 
dumped in streams. But serious 
environmental contamination 
can happen underground, where 
we can't witness the spread of 
chemicals and leaking pet- 
roleum. 

It is vital that we take strong 
steps to stop this type of pollu- 
tion that can contaminate our 
dringing water, leak into the air 
we breathe and threaten us with 
fires and explosions. 

This legislation addresses 
those problems and would lead to 
further clean up of dangerous 
lakes.

Teams live and die on defense. 

That's an adage most coaches who have been around preach. 
Accordingly, the 1988 Associated Newspapers 1 All-Area de- 
fense has some of the finest talent the state has to offer Most of 
the candidates are being recruited by the blue chip colleges 
and universities, and some of the candidates look as if they are 
ready to play collegiate football right now. 

Among the top candidates named to the ANP Honor Roll are 
Belleville's 6-0, 190-pound senior linebacker, Brian Hutch- 
inson, who was voted the Tigers' Most Valuable Defensive 
Player. He had a total of 124 tackles - that's solos and assists - a 
pair of fumble recoveries and six tackles that resulted in huge 
enemy losses, 

Hutchinson exemplifies the kind of rugged, raw talent 
gathered for the ANP defense. 

The elite defensive team also includes; Ends - Damon Carter 
(Inkster) and Brian Gonczy (Belleville); Linemen - Eddie Mil- 
ler (Romulus), Anthony Richendollar (Belleville), Lennell 
Brooks (Robichaud) and Guam Lee (Romulus). 

Joining Hutchinson on the linebackers' corps are: Tim Par- 
ker (Robichaud), Hick Champagne (Romulus), Gary Johnson 
(Robichaud), and Carl Brown (Robichaud). The defensive half- 
backs are Maurice Brantley (Belleville), Tim Kosikowski 
(Romulus), Earl Casey (Inkster) and Mike Maull (Romulus). 

Here's what these players accomplished during the recently 
concluded 1988 season. 

GONCZY, a 6-1, 180-pound senior, was one player who forced 
the opposition to think twice before trying to run his end A 
strong and fast athlete, Brian was selected the MVP for ends 
and linebackers and, according to Coach Dave McCarney, "is 
definitely college material.** 

CARTER, another defensive gem, is a 6-0, 190-pound junior 
who was the Vikings* hardest hitter. He chalked up 34 solo 
tackles and had five assists, according to Inkster Coach Alonzo 
Glaze. Damon is another who detoured enemy ballcarriers. 
“He's an intelligent player who is very coachable," Glaze said. 

BROOKS is one of the reasons why Robichaud captured the 
Suburban Athletic Conference title this year. A unanimous 
SAC selection, Lennell is a 5-6, 160-pound dynamo who terrorized 
running backs that challenged him. "Brooks is tough and when 
all of the coaches agree he's one of the best in the field, well, that 
says something,” said Vauck. 

LEE is also small in stature but unstoppable when he sees an 
approaching ballcarrier. The 5-9, 180-pound sophomore is the 
only soph to break into the All Area Defensive lineup “Lee is 
special," said Romulus Coach Norb Glover “He has all of the 
attributes of an outstanding player and, believe me, you're 
going to hear a lot about him before he ends his prep career.** 

RICHENDOLLAR has trimmed down from a 250-plus 
heavyweight wrestler, to an outstanding 5-10,195-pound down 
lineman. Belleville's MVP on the defensive line, he was credited 
with 64 tackles and his best game was against Wyandotte when 
he floored the Bear Quaterback for three consecutive huge los- 
ses. Tony also recovered two fumbles and has made the transi- 
tion from offense to defense without a problem. 

MILLER, a 280-pound, 6-2 junior will form the nucleus of the 
Eagles* team a year from now. He earned all-conference con- 
sideration in the tough South Central League. A three-year 
varsity starter, Glover said that Miller was switched to center 
to help bolster the Eagles’ offensive output. 

PARKER is making his second appearance on the elite team. 
}He made the grade as a junior a year ago and this year formed 
the link that enabled the Bulldogs to come back from two 
ciiffhanging nonconference losses to string six consecutive 
victories together to win the SAC title outright. “He is a 
tremendous asset," Yauck said. "And, needless to say, there's 
going to be a big void to fill when he graduates.** 

CHAMPAGNE is also a holdover from last year's squad. The 
Eagles* senior captain was a unanimous SSC pick after being 
credited with 104 tackles which included scores of solos. Romu- 
lus s MVP , Rick is also the team's leader and, in a season that 


didn't have many bright spots, he managed to rally his team- 
mates every week which ended with a pair of victories at (he 
end of the campaign. 

JOHNSON, whose speed and wisdom forged a Robichaud 
defensive unit second to none in the area, also earned SAC 
recognition for the second consecutive year. The 5-6, 145-pound 
senior “has contributed immensely to the success of our team 
and program,’ Y auck noted. “When you consider we dropped 
our first two games by one point, and these kids could have 
buckled then. They didn't. It shows the class of player we have 
here." 

BROWN, a 5-10, 165-pound senior who served as fullback on

"We are going to go with a 
completely new coaching staff 
except for myself,” Howton 
said.

Zoltowski Sr. was relieved of 
all coaching duties including 
his position as head wrestling 
coach because of an alleged in- 
cident where he struck a junior 
varsity player and because of 
swearing. 

Zoltowski Sr, is recovering 
from a recent stroke which his 
doctor said was brought on by 
stress, 

"That whole incident took 
place in 20 seconds during a 


halftime speech,” Zoltowski 
Sr. said. "1 told the team we 
were getting too many stupid 
penalties and if it continued we 
would lose the ballgame. 

"It was an inspirational 
speech and none of the players 
were upset by it* As for the hit- 
ting part, I just grabbed a play- 
er by the shoulder pads and told 
him he had to stop getting cal- 
led for stupid penalties.” 

Zoltowski Sr, said the inci- 
dent was their excuse to get rid 
of him 

“Mr. Winter had been upset 
with me because of how bad my 
junior varsity teams were 
beating everyone,” Zoltowski 
Sr, said* "We were scoring so 
many points even though we 
had our second- and third- 
string players in the game. He 
felt I was embarrassing Wayne 
Memorial because we were 
winning by 40 points.” 

"My question is, on the JV 
level we rarely lose, but when

As winds began to die down 
slightly, Doulos went into ac- 
tion, using her nursing skills to 
help the injured. 

“We couldn't take anyone to 
hospitals because the hospitals 
were gone,” Doulos said. 

She made splints to hold frac- 
tured bones in place and used 
sheets to bandage cuts, 

One man trying to help was 


caught in a door as the winds 
blew it shut, Doulos said it took 
three men to pry the door open. 
She stayed with the man for 
several hours. 

“It was difficult because we 
couldn't understand what they 
were saying to us. We just tried 
to help/' Doulos said, 

Doulos and other aides went 
several clays without water and 
food. People started to “turn on 


each other/' she said, 

“The Mexicans weren't very 
good to us/' she said. “And, at 
the airport, the Americans 
were turning on each other/" 
When the airport opened, 
Americans were clamoring to 
get on the first flights our. It 
wasn't a pretty sight, she said.

Barry Bluestone, author of The Deindus- 
trialization of America, said End of the Line 
offers M a rare gUmpse into the human side of 
the industrial world, recounting the strug- 
gles and victories of the past and providing 
us with some critical perspective on the fu- 
ture/ 1 

Jim Vematter, 47, of Romulus, is a health 
and safety representative for UAW Local 
900. “I feel like 1 m carrying on my father's 
fight/' said Vematter. “My dad was active 
in the United Mine Workers; my father and 
grandfather both worked in the mines. My 
dad was a miner for 36 years and died of 
black lung disease- M 

“The younger employees, people who 
have less than 10 years in. are so afraid 
they're going to lose their jobs they go along 
with anything,” said Vic Wilkins, 41, of 
Wayne. Wilkins is a computer operator at 
the Michigan Truck Plant, 

“When I ask them why they own a Toyota 
or a Honda, they say it's a high-quality car 
from Japan. I think we ought to start import- 
ing high-quality people from Japan to teach 
our kids so they won't be so dumb../*

Florist sees a rose of different countries

A local florist has returned home 
from a tour of Eastern Bloc countries 
with a new attitude about that part of 
the world. 

Sherr> r Hissong, owner of Shirley 
Dean's Flowers, in Inkster, traveled re- 
cently to the Soviet Union, Czechoslova- 
kia. Holland and Germany with other 
florists from throughout the U.S. 

Hissong has been a florist for 20 
years, following in the footsteps of her 
mother and grandmother. The store has 
been in operation 50 years. 

Hissong's journey included visits to 
florists and to flower wholesalers. 

“I personally w anted to go because 1 
had a lot of preconceived ideas about 
those countries and w anted to see what 
il was really’ like there,” Hissong said. 

”1 w T as pleasantly surprised. Leningrad 
was very cosmopolitan, and the people 
were very nice" 


ANP: Are Americans coming aroiuid 
to that type of lifestyle? 

HISSONG: 1 guess we re seeing more 
of it. People sometimes drop by just to 
pick up flowers for the house. They 
practice a simple elegance which we 
don't have, 

ANP’ Did you pick up some ideas that 
you can use in your shop ? 

HISSONG: A lot of good ideas, I really 
couldn't do the types of displays they 
use in those countries, again, because of 
the foot traffic. But I did get some 
ideas, and I will gradually try them, 

ANP: What did you do in Holland? 

HISSONG: The tulips were out of sea- 
son, but we visited the big flower mar- 
kets and auction there. It was a Beauti- 
ful sight. You can't begin to imagine all 
the flowers stacked so high. They have 
to work quickly, too. because they're 
dealing with a perishable product. It is 
quite an operation 


Hissong was able to combine sight- 
seeing with her study of the flower in- 
dustry. 

What did she learn? 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: How do 

florists overseas differ from florists 
here ? 

HISSONG: They do a lot more with 
green plants than we do here. We really 
haven't gotten into that here. 

ANP: How does the flower market 

differ? 

HISSONG: It is a really strong mar- 
ket there. Retailers thrive on foot traf- 
fic. There is a lot more pedestrian traf- 
fic, and people walk by and stop in at 
the florist. Here, we don't have much 
foot traffic. They also have a different 
lifestyle. 

They are more accustomed to picking 
up fresh flowers, just to have around 
the house, Americans don't really do 
that.

Wondering 
markets 
at standstill 



The financial markets seem to 
be preoccupied by wondering 
what the Fed is doing. To their 
surprise, the Fed is doing just 
what it is authorized to do. 

They are watching the mar- 
kets. Watch them watching the 
markets.

Area political leaders weigh victories, defeats 


Democrats are 
boasting gains 
in Congress

Area Democrats aren’t 
crying about their losses in the 
Nov. 8 general election but are 
patting themselves on the back 
for the races they won. 

ll We may have lost the pres- 
idency, but we gained seats in 
the House and the Senate,” 
said Clinton Justin, vice presi- 
dent of the Metro-Wayne 
Democratic Club 
Democratic campaign work- 
ers put in double-time on the 
phones the week before the 
election, hoping to sway a few 
more votes toward Mas- 


sachusetts Gov. Michael 
Dukakis. 

Justin said voters made up 
their minds early in the cam- 
paign, when Dukakis wasn't at 
full swing. 

‘‘Dukakis started to cam- 
paign really well the last two 
weeks, but it was too late,” 
Clinton said. 

Dukakis and his campaign 
managers were criticized for 
not answering President-elect 
George Bush's slurs earlier. 
Rather, they said, Dukakis 
chose to sit back until the very 
end, when polls began to show 
him so far behind that to catch 
up would have been nearly im- 
possible. 

Campaign workers in West- 
land quietly cleaned out their 
headquarters on Wayne Road 
last week, trying to decide 
what else they could have done. 


At the same time, however, 
they were ecstatic about big 
wins in other races. 

“I think the fact that we won 
the other races - but lost the 
presidency - was an indication 
that people didn't really like 
either of the candidates,” Jus- 
tin said. 

Justin and other party lead- 
ers in the area w T ere pleased 
with the attention the other 
candidates gave to this area. A 
rally at the Wayne-Ford Civic 
League attracted U,S, Rep. 
William D. Ford (D-Taylor), 
state Rep, Justine Barns (D- 
Westland) and other candi- 
dates. 

Metro-Wayne Democrats 
had hoped to attract Dukakis 
here for the rally, but he cam- 
paigned in another part of the 
state. 


Republicans 
claiming a 
full victory

After a year of cut-throat 
campaigning with Gov. 
Michael Dukakis and Vice 
President George Bush, the 
national election finally has en- 
ded with a lopsided Bush vic- 
tory. 

One state Republican 
analyst said members of the 
Bush campaign were victo- 
rious because they capitalized 
on Dukakis campaign errors 
and exploited the lack of a con- 
crete plan for the governor. 

Rusty Hills, director of com- 
munications for the Michigan 


Republicans, said based on 
issues alone. Bush won the elec- 
tion. 

“I think George Bush won 
this issue-wise. It was shown in 
1980 with Ronald Reagan. In 
1984 with Reagan again and in 
1988 with George Bush. The 
Bush campaign was simply run 
far better than our opponent,” 
Hills said. 

The Dukakis campaign, he 
said, neglected to show a con- 
crete plan for effective poli- 
cies. 

"Dukakis was always behind 
the eight ball because of his 
policies. So few people knew 
who Mike Dukakis was and 
what he stood for. Ironically, 
the more people knew about 
him, the worse off he did in the 
polls,” he said. 

“1 think Bush and his cam- 
paign found out who Mike 
Dukakis was and they told ev- 


erybody. They found out he 
raised taxes all the time. They 
figured he would not do justice 
for the national crime scene.” 

Hills said he does not see a 
need for changes in the Repub- 
lican party for the next elec- 
tion. The only wish for the re- 
cent election, he said, was to 
have more Republicans take 
over state representative 
posts. Statewide, four Republi- 
cans knocked out Democratic 
incumbent seats in the Michi- 
gan House of Representatives. 

"It was a victory for Republi- 
cans statewide because we 
took some seats in the House 
and filled those with Republi- 
cans. And it was a big victory in 
the presidential election. We 
won 40 out of 50 states. You 
can't improve that much more. 
It's really been a blow-out time 
and time again,” Hills said.

What is affordable? 

Local real-estate agents have de- 
veloped the following formula to deter- 
mine how expensive of a house one can 
afford and how much one's total house/ 
car debt should be These formulas follow, 

■ HOUSE COST - limit can be calculated 
by multiplying household gross month- 
ly income by 0.28. This is how much of a 
monthly house payment the average 
household can afford. 

■ HOUSE/CAR DEBT - limit can be calcu- 
lated by multiplying the household 
gross monthly income by 0.36, This will 
determine the total debt limit for all 
cars, car insurance, house payment 
and house insurance. This figure does 
not include the debt limit for other liv- 
ing expenses, such as groceries, utili- 
ties and other loan payments.

Before you succeed, 
you must participate

Want to play Monopoly? Want to buy a house? 

Both experiences will be very similar. 

That analogy should not discourage would-be home buyers, 
however. In fact, real-estate agents say more people than ever are 
trying to buy a home. And, with proper planning, they are usually 
successful, 

11 A house is the only real tax benefit left, so people want to own, 
rather than rent," explained Ted Martin, of Red Carpet Keim, in 
Westland, 

Martin and other real-estate agents in Westland, Canton 
Township and Belleville are cashing in on the housing push. 

Westland tops the list of new-housing construction in the region. 
Permits were retained for nearly 750 new units during the first six 
months of 1988. 

It's not just the new units that are selling, however, Martin said* 
Older homes are doing just as well on the open home market 

The newer homes in the area are being purchased by second- 
time buyers, while the older homes are bargains for couples trying 
to break into the housing market, Martin said. 

Young couples are often attracted to brick ranches built in the 
1950s, Martin said. These homes are affordable for young couples 
and almost guarantee a good return on the investment. 

‘‘You have to think of a home as an investment,” Martin said. 

These brick ranches, with three bedrooms, one bath, two-car 
garage and a basement, will cost approximately $60,000 in West- 
land. 

The same house in Canton might cost a bit more. But, in Romu- 
lus or Inkster, it will cbst less. 

“Prices are lowest in the central city, and they get higher as you 
move further out,” Martin said. “There is a 30- to 40-percent dif- 
ference in price between Westland and Livonia or Canton." 

The average home price in Canton is about $98,000, according to 
Carl Taylor, of Century 21 Taylor and Associates, in Canton. In the 
western portion of Canton, that price tag increases to approx- 
imately $117,000. Taylor said* 

The typical Belleville home will cost between $50,000 and $70,000, 
according to Loraine Logue, a broker with Bridge Realty, in Belle- 
ville* 

The first-time home-buyer is looking for an affordable house 
with solid construction. Other buyers, according to Martin, are 
more concerned with lifestyle and design. 

Once the first-time buyer obtains a house, he or she is officially 
part of the housing game. When playing this game, terms such as 
“equity" and “investment return" become watchwords, real-estate 
agents said. 

What determines where a home-buyer finally chooses to locate? 

“School district is the single most-important factor to the home- 
buyer,” Martin said. 

The buyer wants to make sure that his or her children will be 
attending quality schools, that he has easy access to expressways, 
that he knows if the city has a Ubrary and that the house will have 
a good resale value* 

Canton is a home-buyer's heaven, Taylor said* because the re- 
gion has no factories or heavy industry. Prospective Belleville resi- 
dents admire the country feeling, Logue said, and the close pro- 
ximity to Belleville Lake* 



Trends: Home-buyers

Four walls and a roof just don't 
satisfy most home-buyers anymore, 
especially those with some extra 
money in their pocket. 

Home builders are paying more 
attention to design and aesthetics in 
new homes because buyers today are 
looking for that litUe “extra some- 
thing /* 

“People work hard today. They 
want their house to be a place where 
they can be pampered, “ said Bar- 
bara Hoagland, a representative of 
Pulte Master Builders. 

Puite is one builder in the develop- 
ment of the Sunflower Village subdi- 
vision, in Canton Township. 

Master suites are the first thing 
that comes to mind when talk of 
pampering begins. Builders are giv- 
ing added attention to the master bed- 
room, including large baths with 
sunken bathtubs and whirlpools, 
large dressing areas and closets and 
even small sitting areas. 

“A nice master suite can really sell 
the house/ 1 Hoagland said. 

Windows also sell a house, BBC 
Group Home Builders, also part of 
Sunflower Village, offers French 
doors and bay windows, as well as 
greenhouse windows in the kitchen 

“People want their rooms to be 


bright and airy," Hoagland said. 

Kime Brothers, builders of con- 
dominiums in Brandan Village, in 
Westland, pays special attention to 
light, as well, according to Shirley 
Voorhees, a broker. Because the un- 
its are attached, the designers are 
limited to adding windows on only 
three sides of the house. Added 
touches, such as a pass-through 
from the kitchen to the dining room, 
allow light to enter one room from 
another. 

Also gone are the days of square 
rooms. Vorhees said the odd-shaped 
living room of the Brandan Village 
units attracts many buyers. 

“They want something a little 
different, a little unique/' she said. 

Cathedral ceilings, two-story en- 
tryways and other architectural fea- 
tures are also important to buyers. 

“People want that sense of drama 
when they walk into their home,” 
said Bonnie Kohn, of BBC. 

Another design feature which 
seems to be important to buyers, 
according to Hoagland, is the layout 
of the rooms* 

“People don't want to have to walk 
through one room to get to another. f 1 

Other features which help sell a 
new home are moldings, hardwood 
floors, double sinks in the bath- 
rooms, an island cabinet in the kitch-

en, a downstairs bathroom and a 
fireplace. 

Many of these items are high- 
priced goodies that will only be 
found in recently built homes. But 
what are first-time buyers looking 
for in their homes costing less than 
$ 100 , 000 ? 

Ted Martin, of Red Carpet Keim, 
in Westland, promotes "just the 
basics.” 

A family room is always nice, 
according to Martin, but it could add 
as much as $10,000 to the price of 
house, Martin suggests a house with 
a basement, which could be con- 
verted into a family -living space. 

A garage is also a plus which could 
add $2,000 to $5,000 to the price of a 
house, Martin said, 

A brick exterior is a favorite fea- 
ture on homes in this price range. 
The house will be less work and 
more solid. 

The first-time home buyer would 
love a large lot with plenty of room to 
move, but that will come at a very 
dear price. 

The most important feature on a 
house in this price range is an up- 
dated kitchen and bathroom. New 
cupboards and countertops will 
make an older home worth much 
more, Martin said.

How to finance 
home dreams 

Are you waiting until you have 
enough cash in your pocket to buy a 
house? 

Realtors and bankers and financial 
advisors say, “don't bother!” 

“It doesn't make sense to delay a 
house purchase to gather a larger 
down payment,” said Ted Martin, of 
Red Carpet Keim, in Westland, “be- 
cause the interest rates and the home 
prices will continue to go up.” 

With a new presidential adminis- 
tration on the way in, it is difficult to 
guess what will happen to interest 
rates on mortgages* Right now, 
however, it looks as if interest rates 
will be bordering the double-digit 
Line, Martin said. 

Ten percent is the minimum down 
payment recommended for a house. 
That's $8,000 for an $80,000 home. Any 
more than that should just be consi- 
dered gravy. 

Once the down payment is in the 
bank, don't forget moving costs and 
closing costs* The first few months in 
the new home will be tight ones. 

So how much can you afford to 
spend on your new home?

11 If you're in the house less 
than two years, the market may 
not improve enough to make it 
worthwhile/" 

Gerald Berry, vice president 
in charge of loans at Manufac- 
turers Bank, disagrees. Berry 
said that, as long as you're in the 
house one year, you will reap 
the benefits of ownership. One 
year worth of tax credits will be 
yours, as will built-up equity. 

A wide variety of mortgages 
are available today. Fixed-rate 
mortgages remain the most 
common and, usually, the 
safest. But riskier loans may 
mean a big win for the 
homeowner. 

A variable-rate mortgage, 
Berry said, might be especially 
beneficial to a couple who will 
only be in a house for a short 
time. For the first few years of 
the. mortgage, the couple will be 
paying the lower interest rate, 
but they will leave the house be- 
fore the higher rate takes effect. 

Balloon mortgages might 
work for some people, but they 
can also be very costly. 

Bankers also suggest shop- 
ping around to find the best 
mortgage deal. 

Receiving a mortgage is not 
an overnight event. After the 
loan application is complete and 
the fee is paid, the bank will be- 
gin processing the loan. The 
bank will then appraise the 
house and study the credit his- 
tory and assets of the appli- 
cants. The bank will compile an 
estimate of closing costs to be 
paid by the buyer and an esti- 
mate of monthly payments is 
compiled. 

Once the loan is approved, 
documents are signed, and the 
loan is funded. It is not, howev- 
er, complete until documents 
are filed with the appropriate 
countv offices.

The proof 
is in the 
pudding 



Believe it or not. they're here. 
Yep. the holidays fast approach 
and with them come the cooking 
chores that are either a blessing 
or a curse to most cooks. 

Some people love this chance 
to entertain, and relish the 
opportunity to prepare wonder- 
ful culinary offerings for friends 
and family. These rare indi- 
viduals thrive on the planning, 
shopping and preparing of foods 
for ail types of holiday enter- 
taining. Personally. I’d like to 
slap every 1 one of them. 

Me, 1 spend the first three or 
four days worrying myself into 
a nervous wreck to whom any 
comment at all elicits tears. 
You know, serious criticism 
like. "Do you think it will rain?" 
1 - That type of insult really setsoff 

the waterworks when I’m faced 
; with the challenge of holiday en- 
tertaining. particularly of peo- 
ple not bound to me by blood. 

But I do have a few aces up 
my sleeve. They usually take 
the form of a select group of 
tried and true recipes which 
have never failed me in my 
hours of need. And, frankly, just 
the concocting of some of these 
favorites soothes my psyche 
sufficiently to survive the holi- 
days, 

While cookies are usually my 
sure-fire cure for depression, 
the severe anxiety produced by 
prospective entertaining re- 
quires heavy duty therapy in the 
form of pudding. Remember 
when your mother would make 
wonderful, sweet, rich, creamy 
pudding for you when you had a 
sore throat or a cold? Me too. 
And. it*s still a comfort. Fatten- 
ing, but a comfort, nontheless. 

This is one of my favorite pud- 
ding recipes, guaranteed to 
either provide solace for the 
cook prior to entertaining or 
rave reviews from the guests 
lucky enough to be served. In- 
cidentally, my mother didn't 
make this one. although if she 
had. she might have felt a whole 
lot more relaxed about holiday 
entertaining. I highly recom- 
mend this, even if the cook de- 
cides to consume it all prior to 
the arrival of the guests. In fact, 
that might be the best way to use 
it, after all, particularly if you 
substitute rum for half the wa- 
ter in the sauce recipe. 


Rum pudding 

1 envelope unfavored gelatin 
2/3 cup light cream 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
3 egg yolks, beaten 
6 tablespoons granulated 
sugar 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 
3 tablespoons rum 
Raspberry sauce 

Soften the gelatin in the cream 
in a small saucepan and heat just 
until gelatin is dissolved. Cool. In 
a large bowl, combine the salt, 
egg yolks and sugar and beat un- 
til thick and lemon-colored. Fold 
in the gelatin and cream mixture 
and the whipped cream. Stir in 
the rum. Pour into dishes and 
chill. Serve topped with raspber- 
ry sauce. 

Raspberry sauce 

1 package (10 ounces) frozen 
raspberries 

1/4 cup granulated sugar 

2 teaspoons cornstarch 
1/3 cup cold water 

Force the raspberries through 
a sieve to remove the seeds. Com- 
bine the sugar, cornstarch and 
water in a saucepan and mix 
well. Add the sieved berries and 
cook, stirring, until sause is 
thick. Chill before serving.

Thanksgiving moose ? 


Group members 
planing meals 
for residents

A love for people and for cooking has 
inspired a 15-year-old tradition at the 
Belleville Moose Lodge. 

Every Thanksgiving, 250 to 300 area 
senior citizens are served a traditional 
meal, with all the trimmings, prepared 
by the experienced cooks at the lodge, 
many of whom cook for a hobby. 

One of the cooks, Martha Sait, said 
the group has made the preparation a 
fine art. 

"We've just been doing it for so many 
years we know what we need," Salt 
said. 

The meal requires approximately 50 
people to help out in some way. Many 
members contribute food, such as 
baked goods, or offer donations. Others 
help with the serving, 

"We all enjoy it/* Salt said* "We all 
get along great*" 

The tradition began with cook Doug 
Harden, at his former lodge. When 
Harden came to the Belleville Moose 
Lodge, the Thanksgiving meals came 
with him. 

Although the dinners were originally 
prepared for approximately 90 seniors, 
between 250 and 350 people now attend, 
Harden said. 

“It keeps us busy,” he said, with a 
smile. 

The meal this year will be served 
Sunday. Harden plans to begin cooking 
the turkeys Thursday and will remove 
the bones Saturday The final prepara* 
tions are made the day of the meal. 

To prepare a successful turkey din- 
ner for a large group. Harden simply 
determines how r much must be pre- 
pared for every 100 guests and proceeds. 

As a cook who learned his skills while 
in the service. Harden has experienced 
years of pleasing crowds. 

"I had three months of KP duty be- 
fore I got in the kitchen,” Harden said.

Many pots and pans stood in his path 
before he was taught to cook, he ex- 
plained. 

Now, the cooking is a hobby for him - 
at the lodge and at home. 

To cook successfully , whether for 100 
people or one, patience is necessary. 
Harden said. Cooks must also know 
their seasonings, he said. 

Harden provided some of his popular 
Thanksgiving recipes but warned that 
each serves 100 people. For serving 
smaller groups, cut the proportions 
accordingly, he said. For example, for 
serving 10 people, use 10 percent of the 
ingredient proportions (45 pounds of 
meat equals 4,5 pounds of meat). 

“It takes a little division,” Harden 
said. 


Turkey a la king 

45 pounds turkey 
6 gallons water 
9 tablespoons salt 
9 bay leaves 

2 2/3 tablespoons monosodium gluta- 
mate 

2 7/8 cup nonfat dry milk 

3 3/4 cups warm water 

3 gallons turkey stock 

1 1/4 quart shortening or vegetable oil 

2 1/2 tablespoons flour 

4 2/3 tablespoons salt 


2 tablespoons black pepper 

3 cups dried onions 

3 3/4 quart chopped celery 

3 cups sweet peppers 

1 3/4 cup chopped pimentos 

Boil turkey in large kettle(s) 1 1/2 to 2 
hours until tender. Remove from heat and 
reserve stock. Cool turkey. Remove meat 
from bones and cut into 1-inch pieces. Mix 
thoroughly with reconstituted milk. Heat 
until simmering. Do not bod. Meanwhile, 
combine shortening or oil with Hour in 
mixer bowl. Beat until smooth. Add flour 
mixture to stock. Simmer 10 to 15 mi- 
nutes. Add salt, pepper, onion, celery, 
monosodium glutamate. Bring to boil, 
stirring constantly* Add turkey, peppers 
and pimentos. Heat to serving tempera- 
ture. Serve on baking-powder buscuits 
(recipe below). 

Baking-powder biscuits 

3 gallons flour 

2 7/8 cup nonfat dry milk 

1 1/2 cup baking powder 

6 tablespoons salt 

5 3/4 cups shortening 

3 3/4 quarts water 

Sift together dry milk, salt, baking pow- ( 
der into mixer bowl. Add shortening, | 
blend thoroughly. Add water. Mix at low 
speed until soft dough forms. Place dough 
on lightly floured board. Knead lightly 1 
minute or until smooth. Roll or pat out to 
1/2-inch thickness. Cut biscuits to 2 1/2- 
inch width (use water glass). Bake at 350 
degrees 15 minutes or until lightly 
browned. 


Mixed fruit pie 

10 unbaked pie shells, corresponding 
top crusts 

3 quarts canned peaches 
3 quarts canned pears 
1 1/2 gallons canned pineapple 
(chunks or tidbits) 

3 1/2 cup maraschino cherries 
9 2/3 cup granulated sugar 
3 1/2 tablespoons cornstarch 
1 tablespoon salt 
1 tablespoon ground nutmeg 


1 gallon reserved juice from above 

fruit 

1 cup lemon juice 

Drain fruit and save juice* Cut pears 
into small pieces. Cut cherries in half. 
Combine. Mix well* In separate mixer 
bowl, combine sugar, starch, salt and nut- 
meg. Beat until well blended. 

In separate bowl, combine canned 
juices and lemon juice. Add gradually to 
sugar mixture, beating at a low speed and 
occasionally scraping sides of bowl. When 
combined thoroughly, carefully fold fruit 
into mixture. Fill each pie shell with 2 3/4 
cup filling. Top with upper crust. Bake at 
350 degrees 30 to 35 minutes. Crust should 
be lightly browned. 


Remember T the last three recipes serve 
100 people. Use the formula above for 
serving smaller groups. 


Turkey stuffing 

Equal amounts of the following: 

White bread crumbs 
Rye bread crumbs 
Whole wheat bread crumbs 
Chopped celery 
Seasoned salt to taste 
Sage to taste 

Turkey stock (enough to moisten all of 
mixture) 


Mix all ingredients thoroughly with 
large spoon. Bake in 350-degree oven 1 
hour. 

Sweet potato casserole 

1 sweet potato or yam per person 
1/4 to 1/2 stick butter or margarine per 
potato, depending on size and amount 
of potatoes 
Brown sugar to taste 

Boil potatoes until tender. Peel and 
slice. Layer in casserole dish potatoes, 
butter or margarine and brown sugar un- 
til all ingredients are used. Bake in 350- 
degree oven approximately 45 minutes.

Prepare filling. In a saucepan, stir and cook pears, cranberries and sugar 
over medium heat for about 10 minutes or until fruit is tender.

Punch dough down. Divide in half Return one portion to refrigerator. On 
floured surface, roll other portion into a 15-by-l 2-inch rectangle.

Spread about 1/2 
cup filling down center of each piece. Bring long sides of each rectangle 
together.
